1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2.

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

Claim 75 has been canceled. 

In claim 58, lines 4-5, the entire text of lines 4-5 have been deleted and the text - 
- applying the coating material to the medical device by cold spray thermal processing 
wherein powder particles are introduced into a high pressure gas where both the gas 
and particles enter a supersonic jet which is directed against the medical device, 
wherein the thickness of the coating containing a metal alloy is varied around the 
diameter or along the length of the medical device and wherein the medical device is 
selected from the group consisting of a stent, guide wires, lead tips, catheters and 
markers - - has been inserted in place thereof. 



Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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With regards to instant claim 58, the prior fails to teach or suggest a method of 
coating a medical device comprising providing a coating material containing a metal 
alloy and applying the coating material to the medical device by cold spray thermal 
processing, wherein the thickness of the coating is varied around the diameter or along 
the length of the medical device and wherein the medical device is selected from the 
group consisting of a stent, guide wires, lead tips, catheters and markers - - has been 
inserted in place thereof. 

Helmus discloses stents with spray coatings thereon, the coatings have variable 
thickness and the coatings are polymeric. Helmus does not disclose metal alloy 
coatings applied by cold spray to a medical device. 

Kay discloses metal alloy coatings which are applied to a substrate via cold 
spray. Kay does not disclose the metal alloy coatings applied to a medical device 
selected from the group consisting of a stent, guide wires, lead tips, catheters and 
markers. In fact, Kay does not disclose a medical device at all. 

There is no motivation to combine the references since Helmus does not disclose 
cold spray coating at all and Kay does not disclose coating a medical device. 
Furthermore, neither reference discloses applying a metal alloy coating to a medical 
device wherein the metal alloy coating varies in thickness around the diameter or along 
the length of the medical device. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably
